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More persons are planning to 
remain on the desert after Easter 
this year than have in previous years. 
The lateness of the season may have 
much to do with this, but that is not 
the entire reason. After the crowd 
departs there is a return to the vil­ 
lage atmosphere, delightful to those 
who wish to amble about enjoying 
the restfulness of the desert, sitting 
in the shade during the warm mid­ 
day, absorbing the tranquillity of the 
starry desert nights, strolling about 
in the vibrant air of the early morn­ 
ing; it is a charming experience. 
Then there is the time to go 
to Andreas Canyon for a pic­ 
nic lunch on the site of the old 
Indian camp, probably the most 
popular sight of the Indians for 
many of the past centuries. No 
one knows how long ago the 
first Indians stopped there, pos­ 
sibly several thousand years ago. 
If one lets his imagination run 
a little he can visualize the an­ 
cient Indian gathering in the vi­ 
cinity of the caves, the small 
group of wickiups, the squaws 
at work grinding meal on the 
large flat rock, and the smoke 
rising from the small fire near 
the caves. 
The ancient Indians knew little of 
botany as a scientific study but they j 
did know the practical botany in that 
they had a use for all the plants and 
were able to turn them to their do­ 
mestic use. 
A recent discussion has led 
me to write the following. In 
the past millions of years, great 
series of life have arisen from 
obscurity, have attained domin­ 
ance through some efficient abil­ 
ity and then when everything to 
perpetuate themselves indefinite­ 
ly has been attained—oblivion 
—and suddenly. 
Why? That is the mystery'. Just 
as everything that should have pro-| 
tccted and perpetuated had been at­ 
tained, then extinction. 
Great series of life developed 
some specialty, size, armor, nim­ 
bleness, swiftness; adaptations to 
perpetuate themselves; all in 
vain. It was possible that their 
v e r y specialization brought 
about disaster; their greatest as­ 
set might have speeded their 
downfall. 
The efficient combination of brain 
power and constructive memory is 
the foundation upon which the 
greatness and dominance of man 
rests; it is his greatest asset and his 
greatest danger. He has developed 
a great material empire, his egotism 
is enormous; he is even defying fund­ 
amental biological laws; his great­ 
ness and power is beyond that of 
any life that has gone before. Where 
and when will it end? I would not 
presume to make a guess. However, 
even a casual study of the animals 
that have been preserved as fossils 
is interesting. 
The friendly pack rat that 
claimed everything he could 
move as his own has returned. 
For several weeks he has been 
missing and I have missed noth­ 
ing but him. During the night 
I heard something rummaging 
about and in the morning start­ 
ed on a hunt as my suspicion 
had been aroused. Sure enough 
under a pile of kindling I found 
the pack rat. He acted as if 
he were glad to be back and re­ 
sented my urging to move on. 
After I had pushed him about a 
bit with a stick he decided to 
go but instead of leaving for an­ 
other locality he turned and 
dodged under the house. And 
that is where I will find missing 
articles in the future. 
California Desert Trails by J. 
Smcaton Chase is an excellent book 
to read for a description of travel, 
on the desert some years ago before 
the building of good roads and the 
coming of the automobile. If you; 
have not read this book you have, 
missed the best account of the des-1 
crt in this vicinity. With this book 
as your companion >’ou can travel ¡ 
over the desert without leaving the j 
mid-day shade of your home.

Visitors to the Mormon temple 
and tabernacle have seen the 
monument erected to the sea 
gull. We were under the im­ 
pression that the gulls are re­ 
vered by the Mormons because 
they saved these hardy pioneers 
from starvation by devouring 
the locusts that were eating the 
crops: but Mr. Bottel says army 
worms were threatening the 
crops until the seagulls moved 
in and ate them.

Twenty-seven business establish 
ments of the village have agreed 
to turn oil their neon signs for 
three nights this week at the re­ 
quest of the Village improvement 
committee, consequently the lights 
were to he off last night, tonight, 
and Saturday night, from 7 to 
8:30. 
The agreement signed by all the 
owners of neon signs states: 
“There has been so much dis­ 
cussion pro and con as to whether 
or not neon signs have added to 
or detracted from the character ol 
this village that the Village Im­ 
provement Committee is undertak­ 
ing to conduct an experiment so 
that we may have the opportunity 
of seeing the village without neon 
signs.” 
The committee will attempt to 
determine the reaction of the pub­ 
lic in this matter. 


The Chamber of Commerce, 
which is the city council, or the 
governing body of the village, 
has given a report of its stew­ 
ardship. through President W. 
J. Martin. If you are interested 
in the government of this vil­ 
lage, read the report in this is­ 
sue. President Martin, Execu­ 
tive Secretary Frank V. Shan­ 
non, and the board of directors 
have done a good job, and they 
deserve the commendation of 
the entire community. That’s 
the only reward they expect for 
their community service. Mr. 
Shannon has worked unceasing­ 
ly for Palm Springs. He spent 
a great deal of time to get the 
airport in the first place and 
then an SERA appropriation of 
nearly 85,000 for improveme- 
ment of the airport, only to see 
his plans halted when objection 
was raised to the present loca­ 
tion of the airport. He took 
care of the details to form a 
sanitation district, but when 
that was defeated, he immedi­ 
ately got busy to form a new 
district that would be accept­ 
able, in order to safeguard the 
health of the community. He 
was the leader in obtaining 
adequate fire-fighting equipment 
and undertook to arrange the 
financing. 
His experience as 
vice president and secretary of 
one of the important corpora­ 
tions of America, has fitted him 
to handle big jobs. Men who 
do not agree with Mr. Shannon 
respect him for his ability, hon­ 
esty and integrity, and the com­ 
mon remark is, “We always 
know right whereto find him.”

Erosion control is a m ajor project' 
in th e em ergency conservation work 
program w hich the governm ent

John W. Dady. 
March sto rm s made necessary much 
of m aintenance work for the nearly 
400 Indians engaged in E. C. W. ac­ 
tivities. 
R epairs were m ade on 2233 
lineal square yards. New ditches con­ 
structed am ounted to 1808 lineal yards 
and two erosion control dam s 
w ere 
b u ilt Under th e erosion program also 
nearly a m ile of planting for bank 
protection w as completed. 
Supplem enting this 
program , 
the 
w orkers covered 1500 lineal yards in 
the work of clearing channels. O ther 
m aintenance w ork included 19.8 m iles 
of truck trail repairs. 
Rodent control work covered 340 
acres, and 313 acres w ere treated for 
insect pests. 
Construction w ork included 6.9 m iles 
of firebreaks, 3.2 miles of tru ck trails, 
1.4 m iles of horse trails and 8.9 m iles 
of fencing. 
Forty-one a cres were reforested and 
four springs developed. 
W ork was continued in the care of 
the nursery on the Morongo reserva­ 
tion where pinon pine trees are being 
propagated.

Radium valued at $25,000 has 
been 
taken to Boulder Dam to be used in 
searching for faults in the welds of 
g iant metal pipes used in carrying 
w a ter to the power plant, Dr. Clyde 
J. Em ery, head of th e radium d ep art­ 
m ent ot the C alifornia Institute 
of 
Technology, said. 
Doctor Emery said th e radium would 
be placed Inside of th e pipes a t th e 
we'.ded Joints. 
If any faults exist, th e 
highly penetrating rays of the m ineral 
will record them on a special film on 
th e outer side. 
The faulty places, 
then, may be repaired. 
Doctor Em ery said th e radium rays 
can penetrate from five to eight feet 
of solid steel. The testa will not harm 
the valuable m ineral.

Colorado R iver Aqueduct construc­ 
tion forcee are a t work today on the 
first' of sixty-two m iles of huge canal 
which will form a part of the 242- 
m ile aqueduct of th e M etropolitan W a­ 
ter district. 
T he huge aqueduct canals, capable 
of carrying a billion gallons of w ater 
daily, have a w idth across the top of 
fifty-five feet, a b o tto m width of tw en­ 
ty feet, and a d ep th of ten feet, two 
inches. 
All are of reinforced con­ 
crete construction. 
M eanwhile w ork is going forw ard 
on fifty-five m iles of conduit sections, 
tw enty-nine m iles of 
siphons, 
and 
ninety-tw o miles of tunnels on 
the 
m ain line o t the aqueduct. Ten m iles 
of tunneling also is under way on the 
distribution system of the project. 
M etropolitan W ater district prog­ 
ress figures reveal th a t underground 
crew s have excavated more than sixty- 
five m iles of the tunnel on the m ain 
aqueduct. 
The w ork of placing con­ 
crete lining in excavated tunnel sec­ 
tions is under w ay a t several points. 
Forces of Six Companies, Inc., re­ 
port steady progress on P arker Dam 
at the aqueduct intake on the Colo­ 
rado River, 150 m iles dow nstream from 
Boulder Dam.

8P nArrow-weed is found in the canyons and the damp spots about 
the desert. It is abundant in Andreas Canyon and maybe recog­ 
nized by the leafy stems and the purple flowers. 
Arrow-weed (Pluchea sericea). Flower heads of disk florets 
only, purple, or whitish tinged with red or purple, in terminal 
clusters. These florets are of two kinds, those of the margin pistil­ 
late with slender style branches long exserted and thread-like corol­ 
las, the central florets often sterile and with tubular 5-cleft corollas. 
Leaves alternate, narrow and tapering at both ends, about an inch 
long, silvery-silky. An erect, grayish, willow-like shrub, 6 to 15 
feet high, very leafy, common along streams and in damp ground, 
forming thickets, Southern California, cast through the deserts 
to the Rio Grande; flowering April to July. 
“A thicket of Arrow-weed is a welcome feature in the land­ 
scape for campers. The perfectly straight, slender stems, abundant­ 
ly clothed with silky leaves, arc readily gathered in quantity suffi­ 
cient for spreading on the ground as a foundation upon which to 
lay one's blankets, making a capital substitute for a mattress. In­ 
dians found the plant serviceable for thatching their huts, and also 
made arrow shafts of the stems, whence, doubtless the common 
name. The Mexican name for the plant is Cachanilla. In the older 
botanical reports it is called Tcssaria borealis.”—Saunders. 
South of the village, near the circus grounds, the mesquite trees 
are commencing to blossom. The long, yellow tassels make a 
showy display. 
Mesquite (Prosopis juliflora). A shrub or small tree, attain­ 
ing a height of 15 or 20 feet, with widely spreading, spiny branch­ 
es, and forked leaf-stems bearing numerous pairs of narrow leaf­ 
lets, which are deciduous in winter. The small yellowish flowers 
are borne in spring in conspicuous, dense, cylindrical narrow spikes, 
four or five inches long. 
“The Mesquite under several varietal names is found abundantly 
in the Colorado Desert of Southern California (and occasionally 
farther west in sandy washes and on dry mesas of the Coast coun­ 
try), eastward to Utah, Colorado, and Texas, and southward to 
Mexico, presenting however, several varieties. The flat seed pods, 
four to six inches long, contain numerous small beans, which were 
an important food supply of the desert Indians. Indeed the tree 
has played many parts in aboriginal life. From the sweetish pulp 
of the pods a sort of confection was made; the wood, exceedingly 
hard and heavy, was used in building; a black dye was obtained 
from the sap; a mucilaginous drink for sore throat was made from 
the clear gum that exudes from wounded limbs; and the twigs were 
used in making coarse baskets. The wood is an important fuel in 
the Southwest. The blossoms are rare pastures for bees, and the 
best mesquite honey is almost unrivaled in excellence.”—Saunders. 
The principal of a Minneapolis school, while visiting in Palm 
Springs picked up a bird's nest and took it back to the school. Two 
weeks ago I received a letter about it from one of the pupils and 
as you may wish to know something of the little bird that built 
this nest I will copy part of my letter sent in reply. 
The builder of the nest you refer to is the Verdin, a little bird 
with a yellow head, a small red spot on the shoulder of cither wing, 
a dark gray back and light gray breast. His scientific name is 
Aurisparous flaviceps;; quite some name to give a little fellow. 
Nest building absorbs much of the time and energy of this 
bird; first a nest is built for the mother bird and there the young 
birds are raised; as soon as this nest is finished the male builds 
one for himself, using it as his home. After the family is grown 
he may build several more just to keep busy or it may be that in 
Verdin social life several country places are thought desirable in 
addition to the town house. 
It seems to be an irresistible temptation for a person finding a 
Verdin's nest to stick his finger into the entrance and when this 
is done toward evening, said finger receives a sharp peck, much to 
the surprise of the owner. 
The nests are usually built in the Cat's Claw bushes which are 
covered with thorns resembling the claws of a cat. This location 
of the nest forms a natural protection from some of the Verdin’s 
enemies that might destroy the young birds or even the adults. 


HIGHWAY SIXTY 
TRAFFIC SHOWS 
STEADY INCREASE 


Of the four routes into Southern 
California from the East, Highway 60 
is second in the number of out-of-state 
cars coming into California, Highway 
80 exceeding it by only 470 cars dur­ 
ing the month of March, but Highway 
60 carried 201 more cars than High­ 
way 80 in the same period, including 
California cars and stages. Highway 
60 enters the state at Blythe, and 80 
at Yuma. Highway 91 enters the 
state near Las Vegas, Nev., and 66 
near Needles. Here are some inter­ 
esting figures, showing the number of 
cars entering Southern California 
through the four gateways during the 
month of March:

Carl McStay, field secretary of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Califor­ 
nia, called attention to the same fig­ 
ures to prove that Easterners no long­ 
er fear crossing the desert and are 
choosing the southern routes, where- 


A serious food shortage that will 
force persons in all income brackets 
on a government controlled diet, is 
inevitable in the United States dur­ 
ing the next 15 months if the U. S. 
Weather Bureau’s prediction of a 
drought this summer comes true. 
This is the statement of Charles W. 
Burkett, agricultural authority and au­ 
thor, who sees America face to face 
with the consequences of the govern­ 
ment's crop curtailment and 
stock 
slaughtering programs. 
Writing in Liberty Magazine, he 
points out that the production of food 
was never sufficient to adequately 
nourish the entire population. Citing 
the published figures of the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture that a person 
needs 1,800 pounds of food a year, 
Mr. Burkett says, "Though 1929 was 
a banner year we produced 17 percent 
less food than needed to properly 
nourish the entire population. Pro­ 
duction in 1935 and 1936 will fall far 
below 1929. 
“Nor do Americans have the proper 
balance of foods. With three times 
as much flour and twice as much fats 
produced in 1929 than was needed, 
meats, vegetables and dairy products 
were scarce. Persons In the low wage 
class suffered as a consequence. 
“For,” Mr. Burkett declares, "peo­ 
ple can starve by eating improper 
foods just as readily as they can by 
not having enough food.”

In the wee, sma' hours of the morn­ 
ing of April 11 five local men started 
for Las Vegas and Boulder Dam. 
Three hours sleep for the writer, and 
not much more for the rest of the 
men. Traveling were J. R. (Juicy) 
Rosa, George L. Wing, C, A, Cothran, 
R. A. Donaldson and myself. 
As the clock struck three, Rosa 
placed his foot on the starter and we 
were off on a memorable trip. The 
new Plymouth worked like a charm, 
from the time we left Banning until 
we returned home. Its performance 
was perfect. 
We passed through Redlands and 
San Bernardino and then negotiated 
the Cajon Pass. It was yet dark and 
so we missed the natural floral dis­ 
play of that Interesting section. Be­ 
fore sunrise we were in Barstow, 
where breakfast was enjoyed. 
The next stop was Baker, a junc­ 
tion when one route leads to Las 
Vegas; the other to Death Valley. Be­ 
fore noon we had arrived in Las 
Vegas. That city appeared highly 
prosperous. It has developed greatly 
since construction of Boulder Dam 
was started. A couple of hours in 
that progressive city, the county seat 
of Clark county, and we were off to 
Boulder City, a model place of abode, 
engineered and planned under the 
able direction of Uncle Sam. A bite 
to eat there, and a new hat for George 
Wing, who lost his old faithful head­ 
gear when it was blown out of the 
car in Cajon Pass. 
And then, Boulder Dam! Say, ladies 
and gentlemen, that IS some dam! Its 
gigantic body rests against native 
stone that appears as Bturdy as the 
Rock of Gibraltar. Even the untrain­ 
ed eye of the layman can see that 
this dam will "stay put”; regardless 
of earthquake or flood. It will en­ 
dure till the crack of doom. 
These columns have recently con­ 
tained a description in detail of the 
progress on Boulder Dam, and so we 
will Bkip that part and say that our 
five local men were amazed at the 
magnitude of the task. Like the old 
colored lady, we almost "flopped clean 
over with sprisement.” The job Ib so 
gigantic that the human mind 
scarcely visualize its im m ensity 
first glance. Here the faithful Ply­ 
mouth rested for awhile, and we in­ 
spected the dam and its environment 
in detail. Mr. Donaldson and Mr. Wing 
spent some time in shooting scenes 
of the dam and the locality. 
At one o'clock Rosa turned the Ply­ 
mouth in the direction of home. Al­ 
though the day was hot the car hadn’t ¡ 
even started to perspire. By unan- ¡ 
imous vote the party took a different | 
route home. We headed straight for 
Needles. The road is graveled and as 
straight as any crow could fly. We 
passed through a desert-land which 
was glorious in the garb of Spring. 
Green as the "ould sod” of Ireland. 
Yucca in bloom by the thousands of 
acres. The day was perfect—warmer 
too as we neared Needles: and upon 
arriving in that city we tarried awhile 
before setting out for Desert Center. 
The landscape around Needles is very 
beautiful at this season. South of 
the city the ocotillo is coming into 
bloom—forests of them. 
And so we sailed along until we 
arrived at Rice, where we viewed the 
open-ditch construction of the Colo­ 
rado River aqueduct. Steam shovels 
were making history and we could 
visualize the tremendous benefits 
which will come to Southern Califor­ 
nia some day when the life-giving 
stream of the aqueduct is released. 
Rice or Blythe Junction is an in­ 
teresting little spot; set out in mid­ 
desert, with a sometime8-too-hot-a-sun 
smiling down upon it. It is not un­ 
like the frontier towns described in 
stories of the Wild and Woolly West. 
Next stop, Desert Center, and still 
75 miles from home. Next stop Ban­ 
ning at 10 o'clock at night. We count­ 
ed the miles on the speedometer and 
learned we had traveled 617 miles in 
one day. Tired? Sure! Rosa had 
driven most of the 617 miles and that 
night, upon returning home, he could 
not sleep. 
The unanimous vote of the trip was > 
"wonderful,” "magnificent,” “a great 
pleasure." 
Charlie Cothran said he would not 
have missed the experience for any­ 
thing. 
Rosa also had a wonderful time, 
with nothing to do all day but drive 
600 miles. 
George Wing enjoyed the magic 
tour, and came home with a new hat. 
Russell Donaldson, being a photo­ 
grapher, absorbed a lot of scenery 
and recorded it in his films for mem­ 
ory's vault. 
And the Plymouth did not tire, al­ 


though its passengers were finally 
weary. 
We will go back now, about 300 
miles (on paper) and mention Search­ 
light, Nevada, a ghost town of the old 
days when that locality was rich in 
its production of silver. Mines of 
other days were in evidence all around 
the town. The few inhabitants are 
still mining, and silver is once more 
king. F. D. R. is no doubt popular 
at Searchlight. As one views the re­ 
mains of what was once a thriving 
town he has a peculiar feeling settle 
around his heart. In the town there 
are probably fifty souls, while nearby 
in the quiet of the sunkist cemetery 
several hundred are sleeping the sleep 
that knows no waking—until that day 
when the roll is called up yonder. 


FRIAR JUSTIN 
Whatever our faith, whether we are 
Catholic or Protestant or carry on be­ 
yond the bounds of any creed, there 
is a historic group of men who chal­ 
lenge our interest, and who upon 
closer acquaintance will stir the re­ 
sponse of our better natures. 
Of the monastic orders, four are 
called mendicant, and the strongest 
of these Is the Franciscan. 
The brotherhood was brought into 
being about the year 1200 by Francis 
of Assisi, in Italy, since canonized. 
The first brother friars were obligated 
to dispose of their worldly posses­ 
sions, to live in poverty, and to devote 
themselves to the poor. They first 
met in a little chapel called the 
Portiuncula, where also their founder 
went back to die. In commemoration, 
Los Angeles was named by its Fran­ 
ciscan founders, the City of Our Lady 
of the Angels of Portiuncula. 
Earning their daily berad, when 
possible, by the work of their bands, 
sleeping in hedgerows or wherever 
they might, mingling with lepers and 
outcasts, the early friars were in a 
few years mlssionizing in countries 
outside of Italy. When the brother­ 
hood outgrew the original democratic 
structure the Pope established them 
as the Order of Friars Minor, to dis­ 
tinguish them from the Dominicans, 
or Order of Friars Preacher. 
In spite of dissensions and violent 
schisms, the bulk of the Franciscans 
are today bound to a rigid observance 
of the rule of poverty laid down by 
their founder, and as they are recruit­ 
ed largely from the ranks of poor 
men the Franciscans have been called 
the Order of the Poor. It is incorrect 
to speak of them as monks, a title 
denoting members of the Benedictine 
order. 
But It 1m wteh the M ission» of early 
days that we Californians associate 
the friar. Under Carlos III of Spain 
the Franciscans took over the Jesuit 
Missions of Lower California, and 
soon started northward, under Fray 
Serra and Captain Portola, bent on 
founding similar missions in the alta 
country. To the sympathetic reader 
those early accounts have woven a 
romantic halo about the friars. Their 
brown robes were seen busily ming­ 
ling with the Indian neophytes in field 
and work shop. They went sandaled 
when they were not barefooted. On 
even their longest journeyings they 
rode only when disabled or sick. They 
claimed none of the Mission wealth 
for themselves. And in spite of the 
human imperfections that have been 
picked out by later writers, the Mis­ 
sion padres will always hold their 
high place in the story of California. 
Personally, as a non-Catholic, when­ 
ever I met Fnther Justin, and espe­ 
cially when I talked with him, listen­ 
ing to his zealous words when he 
spoke of his work and his modest ones 
as he mentioned himself, I saw in him 
the reflowering of all that was sin­ 
cere and courageous and beautiful in 
the old Mission friars.—Tom Hughes.

SMUGGLING OF ORIENTALS 
INTO U. S. SHIFTS TO 
JAPANESE, SAY OFFICERS 


Smugging of Oriental aliens into the 
United States has shifted during the 
past few years from Chinese to Jap­ 
anese, with the depression having its 
effect on smuggling fees, Dr. Kuyken­ 
dall, veteran chief In charge of the 
United State* immigration bureau, 
said at San Diego. 
On the whole, said Kuykendall, alien 
"runners” receive more for Chinese 
than they do for Japanese, but prices 
in general have dropped markedly. 
Border officials seize about 100 
aliens a month along the California- 
Mexico line, and the biggest percen­ 
tage is Mexicans, said Joe Van Or- 
shoven, chief immigration patrol in­ 
spector. A few months ago the month­ 
ly average was 135. 
Kuykendall believes that most of 
those smuggled across the border are 
caught before they reach their destin­ 
ation, or are rounded up by the Gov­ 
ernment eventually, and are deported. 
Immigration officials said that alien 
“runners" now receive from $150 to 
$250 for transporting an alien from 
the border to Los Angeles or some 
other Southern California city. The 
same task—and risk—brought $300 to 
$450 in prosperous times. 
Both Chinese and Japanese fall un­ 
der the provisions of the immigration 


"exclusion” act. 
One reason, said Kuykendall, that 
Japanese find it cheaper to be smug­ 
gled is that they have available in the 
United States people of their own 
race to assist them, while the Chinese 
are prone to hire people of other na­ 
tionalities to carry on the smuggling 
deals. The Chinese themselves rare­ 
ly lake active steps in smuggling, 
said Kuykendall. 
Kuykendall said there has been an 
increase in Japanese smuggling from 
Mexico in recent years, hut asserted 
it was not alarming. Figures are not 
available.

Mr. Martin calls attention to the 
fact that the directors had se­ 
cured an allotment of $4,300 to do 
necessary work on the airport, 
but due to activities against the 
present site, none of this money 
has been utilized, and that it will 
be necessary to go through 
the 
same trouble and expense In order 
to secure funds for another air­ 
port site. 
According to a report 
to the airport committee, it would 
cost $3,784 to move the airport 
to a suggested site and put it in 
the sam e condition as the present 
airport 
is 
now. 
This 
money 
would have to come from 
the 
community before 
SERA 
funds 
could be obtained for improve­ 
ments. 
Following is President Martin’s 
report: 


T o the m em bers of the Palm 
Springs Cham ber of Commerce: 
We have reached another m ilestone 
In the history of th e Palm Springs 
C ham ber of Commerce and it Is my 
duty as established by custom to re­ 
view the activities of the Cham ber for 
th e past twelve m onths.

th a t period, it has been active 
in 
zealously guarding the interests of the 
com m unity as a whole.

Sanitary Dlatrlct 


Early in 1934, your directors and 
officers devoted considerable tim e and 
thought to the creation of a sanitary 
district which they felt was necessary 
to the comfort and health of our cit­ 
izens and w inter visitors. 
Due to the 
opposition which developed, th e proj­ 
ec t was defeated before a m eeting of 
th e board of supervisors on July 13. 
TTnder a ruling from the d istrict a t­ 
torney th a t a new district could be 
created If the boundaries were m ark­ 
edly different, and application made 
under unother act to the board of su­ 
pervisors would not be considered as 
a presentation of the old 
project,

Quite recently, as the result of the 
visit to Palm Springs of state 
and 
county enginei rs and m em bers of the 
bourd 
of 
supervisors

Riverside 
county, a new petition following the 
lines suggested by the district a tto r­ 
ney was presented to th e board 
of 
supervisors and County Engineer A. 
C. Fulm or was appointed to compile 
the data required under Act 2119 for 
presentation to the citlzeus of our vil­ 
lage. 
The compilation of this report 
is now in progress and we expect 
th a t it will be completed within the 
next ten days. 


Incorporation 


T he hue and cry raised sometime 
ago about incorporation has subsided 
and it is quite apparent th at the peo­ 
ple are satisfied with the present op­ 
erations for the im m ediate future. 
We were honored by a visit from W. 
H. Evans of the Federal Housing Ad­ 
m inistration who exlained in detail to 
a com m ittee the possibilities of set- 
tng up a project in Palm Springs to 
erect small attractive hom es for peo­ 
ple who live on the Indian reserva­ 
tion but who desired to better th eir 
living conditions. 
So far, we have 
been unable to locate a tra c t of land 
th a t would be satisfactory to owners 
of property in close proxim ity. 
We 
are of the opinion that th is is a com­ 
m unity project and we believe th at a 
num ber of the people now living on 
the reservation would be glad of the 
opportunity to change tlieir mode of 
living. 
High School 


At the present time th ere stem s to 
be considerable agitation, aided and 
abetted by our new spapers, for the 
establishm ent of a high school 
in 
Palm Springs and divorcing ourselves 
from the Banning Union High School 
at Banning. 
In the issue of April 6, 
in one of our papers, considerable 
publicity was given to th is idea along 
with a condem nation of th e people in 
Banning who did not support the Palm 
Springs candidate. 
This w as followed 
by another article on A pril IS along 
the same line. 
We feel 
that 
the 
voters in Banning have th e right to 
vote for whom they please, as have 
also the voters in Palm Springs and 
we are of the opinion th at it is unjust 
to condemn the voters of Banning and 
pass over our own voters who re­ 
fused to go to the polls. 
Personally, 
we lay the blame for the defeat of the 
Palm Springs candidate a t the feet of 
the people of Palm Springs. 
T here were at the recent election 
for the police and fire comm issions 
appoxim ately 161 votes cast and at 
the election for trustees of the Ban­ 
ning Union High School approxim ate­ 
ly one-half of this num ber of votes 
were cast. 
We have only to go back 
a year to recall what happened at our 
elem entary school election when the 
people did not go to the polls to exer­ 
cise the franchise which th e ir citizen­ 
ship gives them and as long as this 
apathy continues on the p art of our 
own citizens, we have no rig h t to con­ 
dem n citizens in other com m unities 
for not following our exam ple. 


It has been reported 
in 
our 
newspapers that It is the inten­ 
tion of the board of education of 
the Banning Union High School 
to spend a considerable sum of 
money in elrecting an addition to 
the school. 
One of our citizens 
is the president of the Banning 
Union High School Board and has 
faithfully attended all tho meet­ 
ings in the year in which he has 
been a member of that board and 
he assures us that at no time dur­ 
ing that period has the question 
been discussed or even mention­ 
ed of building an addition to the 
Banning Union High School for 
the reason that no addition 
it 
necessary and the high school has 
by no means reached it capacity. 
We are not at this tim e going 
into the question of whether or 
not Palm Springs should separate 
itself ilrom the Banning district, 
but desire to protest the asper­ 
sions cact upon the directors of

ity life. 
The Airport 
During the season now draw ing to 
a close, there has been considerable 
agitation tow ard moving the airport 
to a new location. 
At the tim e this 
agitation started, the directors of the 
C ham ber of Commerce referred 
the 
m atter to the airport com m ittee, com­ 
posed of M essrs. Plnney, Lipps and R. 
G. P arker. 
At a m eeting of the board 
on February 27, the chairm an of the 
com m ittee, Mr. W arren Plnney, pre­ 
sented an unsigned letter which was 
headed "R eport to the A irport Com­ 
m ittee." The letter was accompanied 
by several petitions and proposed th at 
the airport be moved to the northw est 
q u arter of section 18, T4S, R5E, and 
stated that th e estim ated cost of sup­ 
plying water to this location 
was 
$2,200, the estim ate for supplying elec-- 
tr lc ity to the s ite $ 1,320 a n d fo r t e l ^ 
phone service $264, m aking a total of 
$3,784. 
To finance this, the letter suggested 
th at your directors strongly recom ­ 
mend to the circus com m ittee th a t the 
m oney from next year's circus 
be 
pledged to a "Move the Airport Fund." 
This was suggested to the circus com­ 
m ittee and w as turned down flat. 
In 
subm itting this letter with the accom­ 
panying petitions, Mr. Plnney definite­ 
ly stated that it was not to be consid­ 
ered a s a report of the airport com­ 
m ittee, but had been handed to him 
by o th er parties and he was ju st pass­ 
ing it on. 
In some m anner, the im­ 
pression lias been created that the 
directors of the cham ber 
were 
op­ 
posed to moving the airport to some 
other locatipn. 
This report is w ith­ 
out foundation and I wish to em phas­ 
ize th e fact th a t the directors are not 
opposed to moving the airport if and 
when a suitable location can be found 
and m oney furnished to make the nec­ 
essary change. 


$3,OCX} Invested 


The Chamber of Commerce at 
the present time has approximate­ 
ly $3,000 invested in the present 
site and this $3,000 came out of 
the 
pockets of the citizens 
of 
Palm Springs, and unless ways 
and means can be found to make 
the change, the directors are not 
inclined to cast aside the expendi­ 
tures made by our citizens and 
ask for money to 
locate 
else­ 
where. 
At considerable 
trouble 
and some expense, your directci-s 
secured an allotment 
of 
some 
$4,300 to do necessary work on 
the present site of the airport and 
when one considers that the pres­ 
ent permit expires December 31, 
1938, you must realize that to se­ 
cure an appropriation of such a 
sum of money for such a tempor­ 
ary site was no easy matter. 
Due 
to the activities of the petitioners 
against the present site, none of 
this money has been utilized, and 
it is very doubtful if we would be 
permitted to start the project at 
this time, and if and when the air­ 
port is moved to a new site, It 
will be necessary to go through 
the same formula (If the present 
lavish expenditure of public funds 
is allowed to continue) In order 
to secure funds to 
rehabilitate 
another airport site. 


In December, 1927, your then board 
of directors, which was composed of 
M essrs. Boyd, Bunker, Connell, Gar- 
lick, Hicks, Kocher, Lykken, W illard. 
R obertson, Otis, MoMniyts O 'D v’tv. 


Chaffey, W illiam s and Fulfill'd, 
dis­ 
cussed the m atter of a location for 
the proposed airport and at a m eet­ 
ing on April 10. 192S, a com m ittee 
was appointed to secure the consent 
of the local Indians and authorized 
to make application to the Depart­ 
ment of th e Interior for a revocable 
permit for the present site of the air­ 
port. 
At a meeting held M arch 1. 
1929, the com m ittee reported the re­ 
ceipt of the permit from the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior. 
The 
present 
permit calls for the paym ent of $'100 
per annum, plus any surplus revenue 
over expenditures for 
m aintenance, 
which resulted in the Indians receiv­ 
ing in th e last two years the total 
of $900.00, all of which was received 
as revenue from the quarter section. 
Regarding 
the 
activities 
of 
the 
Friendly Aid Committee, all of the re­ 
lief work necessary lias been taken 
care of by the State Em ergency Re­ 
lief Adm inistration, so th at the Friend­ 
ly Aid Com mittee has been active only 
in supplying the funds to m aintain 
the school nurse, collect clothing for 
some of th e needy, and other useful 
things. 
Dirty Streets 


During th e period review ed, your 
officers aud directors have given un-l 
stintingly of their time and have, to 
the best of their ability endeavored 
to serve you faithfully, realizing there 
are still and will he more problem s 
arising w hich affect the interests o f 1 
the com m unity they have endeavored! 
to represent. 
Among these, we might 
mention th e condition of our 
main 
street, which, since being taken over 
by the S tate Highway Commission as 
a secondary highway has presented, 
at tim es, a rather dirty appearance. 
There is also the m atter of 
Neon 
signs, which makes our once staid vil­ 
lage resem ble El Monte, o r Calexico. 
As we view it. questions like these 
can only he settled through the coop­ 
eration of th e m erchants in removing 
the 
objectionable 
advertising 
and 
keeping th e gutters in front of their 
establishm ents free from refuse. 
My term a s president of your board 
of directors expires with 
the 
next 
meeting of the hoard which will he 
held w ithin the next ten days, and In 
laying down the gavel of authority I 
wish to thank ail m em bers 
of the 
board and the Chamber as a whole 
for the support given me and to wish 
you ail success tinder your new offi­ 
cers in the. coming year.

She has one of the w orld's fore­ 
m ost m ilitary m achines, and no coun­ 
try in th e w orld would like to go to 
grips w ith her. 
In addition, she con­ 
nects the E ast and the W est, and can 
stand as a b arrier to the am bitions of 
Japan as well as to those of Germany.

Residents of the Coachella Valley 
towns have just become reconciled to 
the diverting of traffic over U. S.

W ashington, D. C.—U ncertainty In 
no sm all m easure is being experienced 
by adm inistration leaders on Capitol 
Hill as to the future of the thAje-head- 
ed Economic Security Bill. In a sta te ­ 
m ent m ade today Congressm an Sam L. 
Collins of California criticized the Ad­ 
m inistration'* m easure, labeling 
it 
both "uneound and inadequate.” 
He 
said: 
“T his legislation, contem plating per­ 
m anent 
and 
vital 
changes 
in 
th e 
economic 
structure 
of 
the 
nation, 
should not be rushed through 
Con­ 
gress as other im portant 
m easures 
have been under the plea that a n 
em ergency requires quick action. 
It 
is obvious from the provisions of the 
bill th a t it could not be m ade effective 
for several years, and even were th e 
m easure adequate to give the needed 
relief, which it is not, It would for 
this reason alone be a b itter disap­ 
pointm ent to those who have looked 
hopefully to this adm inistration for 
im m ediate help. 
The 
bill 
provides, 
am ong 
other 
things, for, Federal cooperation w ith 
the state* In establishing and m ain­ 
taining sta te old-age pension system s. 
This cooperation is extended In 
the 
form of a grant to the sta te of one- 
half the am ount expended by them for 
pensions for the aged, w ith a lim ita­ 
tion on the Federal contribution of 
$15 per m onth per person. 
Of the 28 
state* w hich now have old-age pen­ 
sion laws, none has a ra te In excess 
of $30 per month. 
If they continue 
the $30 rate the Federal G overnm ent 
will relieve them of one-half the cost, 
or they can increase the ra te to $45 
without any new burden on the state 
treasury. 
W ith the Federal Govern­ 
m ent contributing not m ore than $15, 
the tendency will be to freeze the rate 
at not m ore than $30. 
F u rth er, 
the 
adm inistering 
of 
these 
provision* 
would result in discrim ination against 
people living in states which are bank- 
upt, or nearly so. and w ithout state 
old age pension laws. 
T hese people 
would receive absolutely no benefits 
from this legisation. 
"Two sections of the bill seek the 
enactm ent of laws for the paym ent of 
unem ploym ent 
com pensation. 
H ere 
we are attem pting to w rite unem ­ 
ployment Insurance which obviously 
must be carried by those employed 
and those em ploying them a t a peak 
of unem ploym ent. 
The evil we are 
seeking to correct ie prevalent to such 
an extent th at there are n eith er a suf­ 
ficient num ber employed nor able to 
employ to contribute any am ount of 
consequence to such a fund. 
ThiJ> 
proposal may aptly be likened to an 
attem pt to take out life insurance on i 
the body of a deceased person. 
"If legislation of this ch aracter is 
to be paseed by Congress th ere should 
have been four separate bills instead 
of one. 
Obviously it has been w ritten 
this way to avoid a serious question 
as to the constitutionality of the tax 
levying provisione of the m easure.” 
A group of W estern Senators and 
Representatives, conferring with th e 
President on another m atter, listened 
attentively while Roosevelt took a few 
m inutes to unfold the far-flung organ­ 
ization plans for placing the PWA pro­ 
gram in operation.

The 
Dunee Club, the 
verbenas 


and other plants have been eaten 
to the ground, all 
foliage 
and 
blossoms being stripped from the 
stems, 
and cnosequently 
there 


w ill be no seed from th is year’s 
crop in that locality. 
Th e arm y of worms approach­ 


ing 
Palm 
Springs 
have 
been 
traced across the desert from the 
big sand-dune region east of Gar­ 
net. 
Th ey crossed the state high­ 
w ay 
In 
th a t 
vicinity. 
Another 
arm y, headed this w ay, crossed 
between W h itew ater and Garnet. 


S till another started a t a point 
east of Th erm al. 
The la tte r arm y 
has 
destroyed 
all 
vegetation 


around the Coachella V alley, and 
the residents of that section are 
pressing into service every avail­ 
able m an, woman and child, 
to 


fight the pest, in order to save 
th eir veg etab le, grape and alfalfa 


crops. 


T he lilg three-inch worm s crossed 
th e Palm Springe airport W ednesday 
and T hursday, having cleaned up all 
th e flow ering plants east of the a ir - ! 
port. 
S ecretary Frank V. Shannon of 
th e Cham ber of Commerce called the 
county 
agricultural 
departm ent 
as 
soon as th e approaching pest' was dis­ 
covered. in order to save th e wildflow- 
ers of Palm Springs. 
County Agri­ 
cultural Com missioner A. K. Bottel 
and County Highway Superintendent 


It. U M c K e n z ie s re s p o n d e d at once. 
A deep furrow about six miles 
In 
length, w as plowed a tiuarter of a 
m ile east of Indian avenue yesterday 
in an effort to stop 
the 
oncoming 
w orm s. 
The breaks in th e furrow a t 
roads and the highway north 
and 
south of the village are sprayed with 
a poisonous oil emuleion. SERA w ork­ 
e rs are aiding in the task, digging the 
ditches and killing the worm s 
that 
cross over. 
Every citizen in the com­ 
m unity is asked to co-operate in the 
slau g h ter of w orm s in order to save 
th e flowers of Palm Springs. 
Holes were dug in these furrows 
a t intervals of 30 or 40 
feet 
into 
w hich th e worms fail as they craw l 
along th e furrow. 
These holes fill up 
six and eight Inches deep w ith worms. 
This m ethod is also used to safe­ 
guard ranches in Coachella 
Valley 
from the advancing arm y of worms, 
bu t w here they already have infested 
a field th e ow ner has been compelled 
to send large crew s out to do 
the 
tedious w ork of picking off the worms 
by hand and killing them. 
W hile this 
is very expensive work to the owner 
it has been found hte m ost effective. 
The infestation was first noticed a 
week ago and already has spread over 
thousands of acres. 
One of 
these 


areas Is east of Mecca, a second is 
west of Oasis and the other is east 
of Edom. 
All these sections are near 
the uncultivated areas 
w here 
the 
worms norm ally hatch. 
It is believed 
clim atic conditions were ju st 
right 
this year for incubation of th is pest 
and th at the n atural forage in the 
desert sections has been soon devour­ 
ed, forcing the horde of w orm s 
to 
move to the adjacent cultivated areas. 
Although th e active period of the 
larvae of these m oths is but two or 
three weeks they can do trem endous 
dam age In th a t period when in such 
large num bers as in the Coachella val­ 
ley. 
At the end of the active period 
the larvae go into the pupae stage, 
em erging late r as moths. 
The county authorities are guests 
of H obart Garlick a t the O asis Hotel 
while directing the fight againet the 
worm horde.

It surely required 
a broad 
stretch of the im agination to lay out 
a tow n site here. 
Palm Springe, the 
town, is on the dry eastern side of 
the m ountains, facing th e desert. 
It 
is high and d ry and wfirm in w inter 
and hotteranell, I fancy, in the sum ­ 
m er time. 
It is being built up on the 
theory that the rich and playful, the 
movie stars nnd rich picture promo­ 
ters and the idle rich in general w ant 
a place w here they can get sunshine 
and fan and play in the sand in th e 
w inter time. 
“T here are several fine hotels here 
w here the ra te s are $10 to $20 per 
day. 
Many have built beautiful win­ 
te r hom es in the sand and on the hill­ 
sides. 
Real estate has reached fabu­ 
lous prices. 
The little shops a re Me- 
gant and high priced. 
It is plainly no 
place for a poor man. 
“The spending class com e here for 
the eunshine and the tan —so in play 
tim e they w ear few clothes. They play 
tennis, golf, ride bicycles, sun-laze in 
the yards and stroll th e streets with 
little on. You see a good deal of some 
very attractiv e people ju st strolling 
around. 
“In some of the yards are their little 
canvas coops—open at' the top, w here 
m odest people m ay tak e off all and 
get th e ir tan com plete and unobserv­ 
ed. 
B ut judging by the sm all num ber 
of canvas coops and the large num ber 
of strollers on th e streets—m odest 
folks are in th e m inority 
at 
Palm 
Springs. 
“At luncheon in one of these spiffy 
hotels, among other delicacies, 
we 
w ere served fresh roasting ears— out 
here in the d esert in m iddle March. 
Mr. Turnbull, who has handled fresh 
vegetable produce and foodstuffs for 
m any years, said th at this stum ped 
him. 
W here could you 
buy fresh 
roasting ears a t th is tim e of year? He 
did not know. 
On investigation it 
was found th a t the corn was grown 
in M innesota in the sum m er time, 
frozen, packed in liquid ice, shipped 
to th e desert inns and served a s de­ 
sired.’’
